Meet the Curator 

From 20 March, Rediscover: Tiepolo s 
‘Joseph Receiving Pharaoh s Ring ’ is 
on show at Dulwich Picture Gallery. 
We talk to assistant curator Helen 
Hillyard about what to expect... 

What is the most exciting thing about 
this exhibition? 

The chance to look at this work from a 
new perspective. The painting has 
been away from the Gallery for 
conservation since October 2015. This 
is the first opportunity to see the 
painting newly conserved, alongside 
the technical research carried out 
along the way: including X-rays and 
paint analysis. 

What can people expect? 

To look at a single painting from 
every possible angle, learning 
more about its artist, subject, 
meaning and making. It will 
reveal incredible details, and the 
layers beneath the surface of the 
painting. 

What does your role entail? 

The display is a culmination of a 
major research project. In 2017 I was 
fortunate enough to receive a Jonathan 
Ruffer Grant from the Art Fund, 
enabling me to travel to Venice and 
the Veneto to investigate the painting, 
and learn more about the life and work 
of Tiepolo. This display turns that 
research into a physical reality. 

What is your favourite part? 

My favourite part is the painting itself. 
Newly conserved the colours are just 
so fresh and vibrant.

H e’s a presenter, a comedian, a tour 
guide and, most of all, a ponderer. 
And in Richard Ayoade’s recent TV 
stint - as The Crystal Maze s most 
carefree, lackadaisical host to date - he 
exemplifies the absolute most and the very least 
of what makes him one of the circuit’s 
genuinely original entertainers. 

‘The truth is, I’m very shy,’ he begins. ‘I’m 
one of those people who puts himself out there 
for a challenge, though I’m not sure who I am 
challenging - myself, or other people? Either 
way, I’m there. Right now. And absolutely 
killing it.’ 

After 15 years in the spotlight, Ayoade is, if 
anything, reclining even 
further onto his East 
Dulwich couch, despite this 
being an incredibly busy and 
creative spell. This year, he 
stars in two-part film, The 
Souvenir , voices the 
character of Treebor in 
February’s Early Man animated film, and is 
visible on seemingly every credible late-night 
panel show - and yet his mannerisms still 
scream ‘semi-retirement’. 

His famous Channel 4 News interview with 
Krishnan Guru-Murthy was a brilliant example 
of media deconstruction and a work of art in 
itself. He turned the tables on the set-up, 
bamboozling the broadcaster to the point where 
he was forced to ask the question of who was 
interviewing who. ‘I mostly find interviews 


unnecessary,’ he shrugs. ‘I can’t believe anyone 
reading an interview with me couldn’t have 
guessed what I was going to say anyway - but I 
promise I work harder in private.’ 

The evidence backs that up, although 
Ayoade has eased off from writing and 
directing duties of late - this, perhaps, is simply 
evidence of how in demand he is in front of the 
camera. ‘I’ve always said directing is 
something I’ll come back to,’ he says, 
referencing in passing his 2013 comedy drama, 
The Double starring Jesse Eisenberg, which 
was warmly received. 

‘I feel I’ve been very lucky to have the 
resources to make two films [the other was the 
equally well received 
Submarine ], and they will 
always be there. The main 
thing for me is the 
realisation that there’s a 
certain level above which 
you have to make a 
different kind of film, and 
that comes with a lot of caveats. You either 
keep telling simple stories or you move into a 
whole new sphere. 

‘There are directors I admire who have gone 
up to the next level and made it work - Paul 
Thomas Anderson, Roy Andersson, Wes 
Anderson... basically anyone with the surname 
Anderson. But I do believe that part of your 
liking someone is about coming to the 
realisation that you couldn’t be anything like 
them, so that’s a problem.’ ►

Ayoade is the Cambridge-educated son of a 
Nigerian father and Swedish mother. Sloping onto 
the scene at the Edinburgh Fringe in the year 2000, 
his laissez-faire approach and quietly scathing 
mannerisms (often inward-pointing) have endeared 
him to an audience tired of shouty comedic turns. 
From acting roles (The IT Crowd) to straight-up 
comedy (The Mighty Boosh ), to, dare we say it, 
educational programming (Gadget Man , and Travel 
Man - ‘I don’t think I contributed anything of note 
in the whole series,’ he says), the versatility of the 
40-year-old makes him effortlessly likeable. Not that 
recognition is too important to him. 

‘It’s nice to hear it, but true recognition must 
come from within, and I have to work on that 
constantly,’ he says. ‘What’s nice about East 
Dulwich is you’re largely 
left to get on with things 
- you won’t have many 
people coming up to you 
praising your team’s 
score the previous week 
on 8 out of 10 Cats' 

Living with wife 
Lydia and their three 
children, Ayoade is at his 
most comfortable when 
adopting a largely 
reclusive status. ‘I could 
never be one of those 
types whose life revolves 
around being seen and needing to be seen. Even in 
this interview you have asked me questions about 
south London. It’s charming you think I would have 
any sort of worthwhile knowledge, or cheery 
anecdotes. And it’s wholly entertaining that people 
could be interested in my little walks around East 
Dulwich,’ he laughs. 

‘Let’s agree,’ he adds before leaving, ‘when 
readers are being asked to picture me in a fish ‘n’ 
chip shop, or throwing bread to the ducks, and they 
take some pleasure out of those peculiar mental 
images... we are all doomed.’ D

The evolution of East 
Dulwich continues apace 
with a new school, homes, 

Words TRISH LESSLIE 
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Christ’s Chapel is at the heart 
of Dulwich Village, a close neighbour to 
the thriving businesses of East Dulwich 


■m.. 
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S itting between the hipster 
haven of Peckham and 
the genteel grandeur of 
Dulwich Village, East 
Dulwich has carved out an identity 
all of its own. It may not have a 
tube station to its name, but a 
regular train service whisks 
commuters to the newly revamped 
London Bridge in just 15 minutes. 
With its good transport links, 
vibrant village vibe and abundance 
of nearby green spaces, it’s easy to 
see why SE22 has become a 
magnet for young professionals. 

Families are also drawn to the 
enticing blend of well-proportioned 
period properties, great schools 
and the sense of community spirit. 


With a new comprehensive, 
Charter School East Dulwich, due 
to open on the site of the old 
Dulwich Hospital at the start of 
2019, it’s no wonder local estate 
agents report that families are 
selling up in traditionally pricier 
areas such as Clapham and 
Wandsworth to trade up to larger 
East Dulwich properties. 

‘There’s no doubt the area has 
changed a lot over the years,’ says 
Angus Muir, who first moved to 
the area almost two decades ago 
and launched Firefly, a showroom 
stocking carefully selected 
woodbuming stoves, BBQs and 
firepits on Underhill Road 
last year. 


‘New schools, shops and 
businesses and even a cinema have 
opened, and new rail links into 
Peckham have made the area more 
accessible,’ adds Muir. ‘But many 
things about East Dulwich are 
unchanged, like the sense of 
community and, of course, the 
green spaces of Peckham Rye, 

Dulwich Woods and Dulwich Park. 
Families are settling here 
permanently and are improving 
their homes instead of looking to 
move further out.’ 

The three-screen Picturehouse 
Cinema that opened three years 
ago on Lordship Lane is the 
beating heart of the 

neighbourhood. The launch ► 
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arguably accelerated the evolution 
of an already varied high street 
packed with independent retailers, 
great bars, cafes and restaurants. 
The past year alone has seen new 
arrivals Iris, a boutique stocking 
Isabel Marantand APC among 
other chic brands, an outpost of 
West End wine bar Terroirs, bakery 
and coffee shop Tart, Porters 
Barber & Barista and Mons, a 
world-class cheesemonger with an 
established outlet in Borough 
Market, whose owners have been 
residents in the area for the best 
part of a decade. 

Annie Pollet, who took over the 
site of the Question Air store on 
Lordship Lane last year to open 
Iris, explains why the area was the 
perfect fit for her boutique. ‘It’s a 
London village destination with a 
busy and buzzy feel and a 
demographic of young families 
who are creative and cool.’ 

These attributes also appealed 
to the team behind Porters, which 
first set up in Dulwich Village in 
2010 and now also has branches in 


Brixton and Clapham’s Abbeville 
Road. ‘East Dulwich was always 
on our radar,’ says founder Bora 
Essen. ‘From the great food outlets 
to the superb street art, East 
Dulwich’s bustling streets were 
always very attractive to us.’ 
Finding the perfect location, 
however, wasn’t so 
straightforward. In fact, it took 
Essen three years of searching and 
waiting before sealing the deal on 
the right spot at Goose Green 
Roundabout. 

As you’d expect, the increasing 
popularity of the area has been 
reflected in its property prices. The 
average price stood at £742,781 at 
the start of this year - up 1.25% in 
three months and a rise of 2.68% 
on the previous year, according to 
Zoopla. Buyers are showing 
particular interest in the Victorian 
terrace houses in the streets around 
the junction of Lordship Lane and 
Barry Road - in and around Heber 
Road, Silvester Road, Thompson 
Road and Landell Road. 

Some great new developments 


busy and buzzy feel 


in SE22 are also drawing in new 
residents. Grove Vale consists of 
20 one-, two- and three-bedroom 
apartments over three floors and 
located adjacent to East Dulwich 
station, with prices ranging from 
£450,000 to £725,000. The Tribeca 
on Crystal Palace Road has 18 
one-, two- and three-bedroom flats 
and four three-bedroom houses. 

‘The area is attracting new 
families from far and wide and our 
community will continue to grow 
and evolve, but I believe the things 
that make this place so special 
won’t change,’ says Muir. ‘The 
friendliness of the people, the love 
of independent business and the 
feeling of being a village within 
one of the world’s biggest cities 
will stay the same.’ 

He’s not the only one to feel 
that way either. ‘I don’t think East 
Dulwich will ever stop evolving,’ 
agrees Essen. ‘It’s still a gem in 
London that the masses are yet 
to discover.’ Q

How entrepreneurs Luke Johnstone and Alex Stewart came up with 
their frozen smoothie start-up PACK’D in a south London shed

F ive years ago entrepreneur 
Luke Johnstone took a 
gamble that led him to quit 
his job and move into a 
shed at the end of his parent’s 
garden in Heme Hill. Driven by a 
love of healthy food and keeping 
fit, the 28-year-old Londoner 
paired up with his school friend 
Alex Stewart, 29, to develop his 
idea of creating healthy smoothies 
to suit a busy lifestyle. 

And so PACK’D was bom. The 
frozen smoothie company sells 
packets containing frozen fruit and 
vegetables, alongside a sachet of 
‘superfood’ ingredients for 


customers to blend with a liquid of 
their choice at home. Now, after 
years of perfecting their product, 
selling at market stalls and pitching 
their idea, their business has both a 
stream of backers and is stocked in 
a number of major supermarkets. 
Not bad for an idea thought up in a 
south London garden. 

The initial concept was borne 
from Johnstone, who wanted to 
create something to help him keep 
fit after a career-ending knee injury 
prevented him from his dream of 
becoming a professional tennis 
player. ‘I wanted to create 
nutritious drinks at home to still 


fuel my sport and also my work, 
but this time to fit it into a lifestyle 
that is filled with busy work 
instead of just going to a tennis 
academy and training,’ he tells me. 

It was only in August of 2013, 
however, that he had the courage 
to pursue it, quitting his job and 
moving back to his family’s home 
in Heme Hill. Unfortunately, there 
was no space for him in the house 
so he packed up and moved into 
the shed at the back of their garden 
to kick-start his business. 

‘It was pretty bleak, it was 
pretty cold, my girlfriend didn’t 
enjoy it and it was a tough time,’

admits Johnstone. ‘One of the 
hardest things when you first start 
out is just the perseverance to 
think, “I’m not 100% this is going 
to work but I feel in my gut there 
is enough chance that it will work 
out” that I’d regret not trying.’ 

He called up his school friend 
Stewart to work on the product 
idea with him, who he met years 
before on the first day of sixth 
form college in history class. ‘It’s 
going to sound really cliche, but it 
is like a bit of a marriage,’ Stewart 
laughs. ‘For us, we’ve got to the 
stage now where it just really does 
work, we know exactly how each 
other works, we know exactly 
what each other needs to do or 
excels at and I think we’ve got a 
really good thing going,’ agrees 
Johnstone with a nod.

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evenings with Stewart teaching 
English and Johnstone coaching 
football. After almost two years of 
this, the pair received some 
training and sponsorship from The 
Prince’s Trust, 
which gave 
them the 
confidence to 
land their first 
stockist, Eat 17 
in Elackney, and 
has helped them 
along the way 
to being stocked in supermarkets 
like Sainsbury’s and Tesco. 

Currently, the company offers 
three kinds of smoothie kits called 
Detox, Energy and Defence, 
alongside three new protein 
smoothie kits, which they launched 
at the end of last year. 

While, the pair lament that 
choosing their favourite would be 
like picking their favourite child, 
Johnstone admits: ‘The one I have 
most often is probably energy, but 
that’s just because I’m knackered 
all the time.’ And given their busy 
schedule, you can see why. 


As well as being in the process 
of founding an online shopping 
platform, they moved into their 
new office in Borough last year, 
after expanding their team 

members to 
eight. Based 
in south 
London for a 
number of 
years now, the 
pair originally 
set up their 
office at Pop 
Brixton working in a shipping 
container. While they don’t miss 
the temperature variation from 
freezing in winter to boiling in 
summer, they sing its praises as a 
hub of building small businesses. 

‘[It’s] really good for the area 
because it brings a lot of people in 
and encourages entrepreneurship 
with people starting up their own 
things,’ Stewart tells me. ‘And 
they’ve got a lot of social 
enterprises working in the business 
hub they have.’ 

After a year there, they moved 
to an abandoned hospital near

Warren Street station. ‘So shed, 
shipping container, abandoned 
hospital and now a real office,’ 
Johnstone jokes. For the team, the 
biggest challenge in fulfilling their 
dream has been perseverance. 
‘When you’re struggling for cash, 
you’re living in a shed, it’s 
freezing cold and you’ve spent two 
years on the idea and you’ve got 
no money to really fund it, it’s still 
backing yourself and the idea,’ 
says Johnstone. 

And, given their success so far, 
it’s clear that this perseverance has 
paid off. Q

EAT : HAND MADE FOOD 


I have a confession to make. While I love the 
hustle and bustle of central London dining, and 
all the excitement it entails, sometimes I can’t 
imagine anything better than a calm spot to 
catch-up with friends over food. 

It seems like Hand Made Food, on the aptly 
named Tranquil Vale in Blackheath, is the perfect 
solution to this, with its welcoming and calm 
atmosphere, which still retains elements of fine 
dining through its knowledgeable staff and 
delicious food. 

As my guest and I were led upstairs and seated 
in the dining room, one of our main talking points 
was how much it felt like you were stepping into 
someone’s home with design touches like mirrors 
and house plants attached to the walls. 

This homely feel was carried into the menu of 
hearty fare. To start, I opted for torched mackerel 
paired with a kick of horseradish ‘snow’ while my 
guest chose the satisfying crispy duck. While 
enjoyable, it was the main affair that stole the show 
with the best cauliflower cheese I have ever tasted, 
full of creamy and crunchy flavours and paired with 
potato and chive croquettes. 

But, before you get too excited about the dishes, 
it’s worth taking note that the restaurant menu 
changes frequently to reflect the availability of 
seasonal and local produce. While this turnover of 
options means that the food on offer is not 
extravagant or abundant in choice, it seems that the 
few options available are well executed. 

Overseen by chef Guy Awford, who is also in 
charge of Greenwich favourite The Guildford Arms, 
the restaurant really earns its local label. The 
reasonable prices back up its feel as a community 
dining spot with three courses for around £28. 

If you’re looking for well-priced, home-cooked 
cuisine then I cannot recommend Hand Made Food 
enough. And given that it also doubles as a cafe 
during the day, you really have no excuse to miss 
out on this south east London gem.

S imple to make, comforting 
and extremely tasty, this 
smoked haddock, 
mussel and barley 
risotto is the perfect dish for an 
early spring brunch or lunch. 
Although you cook it in much 
the same way as a traditional 
risotto, barley is much more 
forgiving than rice, with a far 
greater window between 
undercooked and overcooked to 
work within. It also gives a nuttier, 
fuller flavour than rice with a 
chewier texture. 

To make a good risotto you need 
a good stock. To make the stock 
bring 1.5 litres of water to the boil 
with one chopped onion, the green 
part of one leek, two bay leaves, a 
sprig of thyme, some parsley stalks, 
and a few black peppercorns. 
Simmer for ten minutes then pass 
through a sieve. Now use this light 
stock to poach the smoked haddock 


and the mussels. 

Bring the stock to the boil and 
pop in the mussels. After a couple of 
minutes, they should all be open and 
cooked. Remove the mussels and set 
aside, discarding any that have 
remained closed. Now carefully drop 
in the smoked haddock and cook in 
the residual heat. Once it has cooled 
remove the haddock and carefully 
flake into large pieces. Now strain 
the liquid through a fine sieve for a 
deliciously smoky shellfish stock. Q

H aving started their own 
architectural studio, 
Fraher Architects, in the 
back bedroom of their 
house in 2007 when there was the 
last big financial crash, Lizzie and 
Joe Fraher started on a project called 
the Jewel Box, something that 
catapulted the practice into the 
minds of many. Only meaning 
initially for it to be a stopgap, the 
husband and wife duo have found 
that it has continued successfully for 
the past ten years. 

Their marker is their design 
integrity and approach. Fraher do 
one thing really well - designing, 
delivering and working hard for 
their clients. Lizzie manages the 
initial design concept and planning 


stages, whilst Joe focuses on the 
technical and physical delivery of 
projects. They offer a range of 
services, from early concept design 
work, to a full Architectural Service. 

‘We’ve always had an interest in 
residential architecture,’ says Lizzie. 
‘That has been the primary focus of 
the practice, however recently we 
have started to work on more 
commercial projects as well. We 
were based in Farringdon, but when 
we moved to south east London, we 
looked at moving our offices here 
and are now in Honor Oak. We have 
a young family so it was important 
to balance with our own business.’ 

What would she say is their ethos 
is as a practice? ‘I don’t think we 
have a particular stylistic response to 
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interview 



listening to ideas, and use hand and 
collaged illustrations to present 
ideas throughout the project, to 
demonstrate and continually refine 
the designs. 

For Joe and Lizzie, they have 
used their own home to show 
people what can be done with the 
very typical houses in the area. 
They bought their property in 
Brockley three years ago in April 
2015 and started work on it in 
September of that year. ‘It was a 
two up, two down, small terrace, 
one of the first to be built on the 
street in the late 1890s, so it was 


very compact with a small garden 
and we wanted to look at 
reconfiguring the spaces to add two 
bedrooms at loft level,’ says Lizzie. 

‘That was quite a challenge due 
to the small footprint that we had, so 
it meant looking at how to remodel 
the existing building entirely to 
make sure that every square inch of 
space worked for us. The first main 
criteria for that was to readdress 
where the staircase went as it 
normally runs front to back in these 
types of houses, creating a long and 
dark corridor. We changed the 
orientation of the staircase, which ► 


a project and we certainly don’t look 
at a building and think that it is 
definitely in need of one thing, but 
that’s very much because our work 
is driven by the client’s brief,’ 
explains Lizzie. ‘We don’t approach 
projects with our own stylistic 
opinions, instead it is the narrative 
of the client that guides us. We do 
have a big interest in the office 
however on sustainability, 
materiality, and how to make things 
with detailing.’

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meant creating better size 
bedrooms and letting natural light 
onto the staircase.’ 

They also did a side and rear 
extension in order to open up the 
existing dining space, but that was 
only a very small extension as they 
didn’t want to lose their garden 
space. 4 We also dropped the 
ground floor level as these 
properties have a large cavity 
underneath the floor to ventilate, it 
was a very traditional Victorian 
technique of building suspended 
floors,’ says Lizzie. ‘We pulled up 
the timber floors and dropped the 
level by 600mm to give us 
generous floor to ceiling height.’ 

It’s a very sociable house by all 
accounts and Lizzie and Joe tell of 
how the children love the lived-in 
and loved feel of the property, 
something of which is all possible 
due to the fact that they have 
created so much more space. The 
house had to work for them as a 
demonstration of what can be done 
with their talent and knowledge. 

Lizzie tells me that she is most

proud of the fact that they created all 
of the fittings and furniture. It was a 
great opportunity for them to 
experiment a bit more and show 
what can be done with bespoke 
fittings and renovations. 

From here, and after doing their 
own house, Fraher have formed a 
partnership with Shape London. 

‘The launch of our new joinery 
business means that we’ve become a 
multi-faceted design practice, which 
is really exciting as we can offer a 
complete back to back service,’ 
explains Lizzie. 

The formation of Shape London 
with their friends Rob and Rich, 
who have a specialist CNC cutting 
company, has allowed Fraher to 
offer clients essentially anything that 
they want, from staircases, 
wardrobes, kitchens, wall coverings 
to ceilings. ‘We can present a fully 
conceived product for our clients,’ 
says Lizzie. ‘It means that none of it 
is diluted by having to use different 
contractors and designers. We can 
make sure that the wardrobes are 
exactly how we 
imagined them to 
complement the space 
and reinforce the 
bespoke environment 
that we are creating.’ 

Lizzie tells me how 
much interest they have 
had locally recently, 
which is great news.

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HISTORICAL 

HAVEN 

As a house that features in the 
diaries of Samuel Pepys comes on 
the market, we look into the history 
of the fabulous property 
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space of the month 



S een today as a hub for 
theatre and art, it’s 
hard to believe that in 
the 17th century 
Bankside was considered one 
of the most disreputable areas 
of London, renowned simply 
for its brothels and animal 
baiting pits. 

Now, a piece of that long 
forgotten history has been put 
on the market with this 
luxurious four bedroom Grade 
II listed house up for sale. 
Known as Pepys House, the 
site on Park Street, SE1, was 
once the home to one of these 
very notorious bear pits of the 
historical period. 

The historic location even 
makes an appearance in 
Samuel Pepys’ diaries, which 
provide eyewitness 
documentation of key events in 
our nation’s history including 
the Great Plague and the Great 
Fire of London between 1660 
and 1669, and are regarded as 
some of the most important 
primary sources of the 
restoration period. 

In 1667, he described this 
site as the bear pit, a hugely 
popular space where trained 
dogs would set upon a bear for 
the spectators’ entertainment. 
The house that stands there 
today was built in 1860, 
but excavation at the property 
has revealed that parts of the 
bear pit remain underneath 
the building. 

What’s more, the unique 
history of this property does 
not stop with Pepys. It has 
been in the owner Andrew 
Davidson’s family since the 
1930s, and in its time it has 
functioned as both a factory for 
bespoke lifts under the name of 
Pom and Dunwoody, and an 
engineering factory 
manufacturing spares for 
marine engines in WWII. 

When renovating the 
property, the major challenge 
for the architects Ray 
Thompson and Carolina 
Baroni, of thompson + baroni 


architects, therefore was to 
update it into a luxury property 
while conserving the rich history 
that gives it character. 

‘As the building is Grade II 
listed we had to work closely 
with the historic buildings 
officer from Southwark 
Council,’ Thompson tells me. 

‘He was very clear that any 
element of the original building 
that was of any significance had 
to be either retained or replaced 
with a new version of the same 
material and detail.’ 

This meant that the team had 
to be relentless on details. For 
instance, the tiles had to be 
genuine Welsh slates to give an 
authentic grey colour, rather 
than the slight discolouration 
caused by cheaper imports. 

Alongside this, all of the 
original wooden tmsses were 
retained and the staircase was 
placed so that it would minimise 
disruption of the building fabric. 

Such attention to continuity 
from the team led to the final 
renovation of Pepys House in 
2014 into two stunning 
properties, which combine the 
best of old and new. 

Davidson, who is the current 
owner, tells me that these 
historic elements are some of his 
favourite parts of the property as 
you can really feel the history. 
‘Especially 
when you see 
the exposed 
original timber 
roof tmsses in 
the main living 
room and the 
skylight on the 
first floor,’ he adds. 

While the history of the place 
is kept alive through these 
exterior and interior details, the 
interiors are far from archaic. 
The architects have made the 
247 sq m site into something 
perfect for the modem family 
with four double bedrooms, a 
formal drawing room, utility 
room, storage and three 
bathrooms. This is combined 
with small luxuries to make it 


attractive for the modem buyer 
like zoned under floor heating, a 
Lutron lighting system, and 
wiring throughout with surround 
sound built into the walls and 
ceiling of two of the rooms. 

One highlight is the vaulted 
entertaining space on the top 
floor with a double height 
ceiling to show the original 
wooden beams that the 
architects diligently maintained. 
This area also features a luxury 
Alea kitchen and living space 
that extends out to a residents’ 
private terrace. The double 
fronted home has two private 
entrances on Park Street, 
between New Globe Walk and 
Bear Gardens, behind the Globe 
Theatre on the Southbank. 

One of the major selling 
points for Davidson is the area 
around the property, having seen 
it come alive in the time he has 
owned the house. 

‘I was the development 
surveyor for the first phase of 
Hays Wharf in the early 
seventies - Hibernia Chambers 
next to London Bridge - and it 
has been a long wait for the rest 
of the area to benefit from some 
long sighted policies from both 
developers and luminaries like 
Sam Wanamaker with the new 
Globe,’ he tells me. 

He adds that this, alongside 
amazing 
restaurants 
and its 
proximity to 
the 

Millennium 
Bridge to get 
into the City 
of London, makes it a perfect 
location. In an area typically 
dominated by modem 
apartments, the house offers the 
rare find of historic grandeur 
surrounded by luxurious 
amenities. And that rich history 
would certainly be a talking 
point at parties... D

Greenwich jewellery company Maree London 
is thriving in its new studio space 


oining Maria Thompson, 
founder of bespoke jeweller 
Maree London, for a coffee 
in her appointment-only 
studio on Turpin Lane, I’m instantly 
taken by her warm, personable and 
outgoing demeanour. Our chic 
surroundings can be likened to the

very jewellery displayed elegantly 
on the mannequin busts beside us, 
and it would be true to say that any 
customer would feel instantly at ease 
in her company. 

Being a ‘local girl’ who grew up 
in Blackheath, Thompson studied art 
and design as a teenager and learned 


to work with materials such as 
wood, ceramic and metal - a 
characteristic that still shines through 
in her distinctive designs today. But 
her true craft was honed when she 
graduated 16 years ago with a degree 
in 3-dimensional design and 
metalsmithing, and she’s been

creating jewellery ever since. 

‘My brain just sees things in a 
different way,’ she explains. ‘I still look 
at myself as an artist, which is why my 
designs are unique. For me, it’s very 
much about having something that’s 
elegant, unusual, but still wearable.’ 

With a sleek logo, distinct boxes and 
featuring opulent, offbeat collections, 
Maree London wouldn’t look out of 
place on Bond Street. The brand 
flourished in 2013 after Thompson won 
a month-long pop-up shop in 
Greenwich, rebranded and got a unit 
from which to run her studio. 

But it was in October that she moved 
to a larger studio in the same premises, 
from which she feels she now has the 
space to really engage with her 
customers. ‘It’s nice that people can 
come and have a cup of tea and have a 
chat,’ says Thompson. ‘I want it to be 
relaxed and friendly, so that’s a lovely 
thing that I can offer. I had a prosecco 
evening before Christmas and I’d like to 
do that a couple of times a year so that 
my customers can come along and see 
new collections, meet one another and 
talk about the designs.’ 

And her designs really do offer 
something to talk about. The rare 
versatility of her five eye-catching 
collections would be enviable 
to any designer. From the 
Ether collection, which mixes 
tones of rose gold, silver and 
gold with pearls and 
precious stones, to 
her award-winning 
Flower collection, 
which alludes to 
catwalk apparel in a 
beautifully wearable 
fashion, Thompson has 
managed to capture something 
very difficult to get right - a 
powerful statement piece that you can 
wear every day. 

‘I’ve found that people like the two 
extremes: really dainty or really big,’ she 
says. ‘So my designs reflect that. You 
can have that one sentimental ring you 
wear daily and then add more to jazz it 
up for the weekend. It’s all about 
playing and building it up to become 
unique and personal to you. There are no 
rules when it comes to metal.’ 

Maree London’s signature Stunning 
Stone collection takes a unique form 
simply by changing the stone, so it 
perhaps comes as no surprise when she

tells me it’s a favourite among 
brides. ‘With the different 
coloured precious stones, you can 
design your whole bridal package 
down to the cufflinks 
that the men wear,’ she 
says. ‘The bride can 
have a pearl, the 
bridesmaids can match 
their dresses. But the 
lovely thing is 
everyone can continue 
to wear them. After the wedding 
day, your ring is the only thing that 
is with you all the time - apart from 
your partner! ’ 

While her exclusive designs are 
certainly enough to stand alone, it’s 
Thompson’s personal touch and 
genuine care for her customers that 
strikes me as rare. ‘I even sell one 
earring,’ she laughs, when I tell her 
this. ‘So if you lose one you can 
come and replace it. I can reproduce 
something that’s been lost, or we 
can turn that one earring into a 
pendant or remove the stone or 
jewel. It’s significant, it’s someone 
else’s memory.’ 


Having a lot of men who come in to 
design bespoke pieces for their partner, 
Thompson takes the time to ask them to 
bring pictures and a piece of their 
partner’s favourite jewellery so that she 
can understand their style and 
personality. T also log what they have 
bought,’ she adds. ‘So when they come 
back we can find something to match.’ 

And creating bespoke items is a part 
of the job Thompson truly adores. 
‘Jewellery is personal; it’s about the 
customer and the way they want to 
wear it, so if there is a stone that isn’t 
in a collection that someone wants, I 
can source that for them. I do 
encourage people to have some fun -1 
want people to enjoy what I do.’ 

Whether it’s cleaning a family 
heirloom, restoring an inherited pendant 
or creating an entirely bespoke wedding 
ring, the passion and energy Thompson 
has for her craft is apparent. ‘It’s the 
joy it brings to someone,’ she says. T 
had a friend that once said, “the nice 
thing about your job is that it’s always 
happy” - and it is! I’m very lucky.’ Q

yrol is a region that 
encompasses both Austria 
and Italy, with its eastern 
and northern parts 
belonging to the former and its 
southern area belonging to the 
latter. That’s why once you are up 
and about, taking in the greenery 
and huge cliff structures and 
settling into local life, you can’t 
quite place the area of Natumo - 
it’s so different to the idea of Italy 
that first springs to mind, a feeling 
that is only enhanced once you 


realise that most of the local 
residents speak German. 

The magic of a place that tows 
the line between two different 
cultures - somehow managing to 
fuse them together to create 
something truly authentic - is 
something that you have to 
experience first-hand. Natumians 
live differently, and arguably they 
live better. Hiking, biking and long 
walks is something most of them 
will do daily, while an over 
indulgent diet is something that 


just doesn’t appeal to them. They 
are not trying to be healthy, it’s 
almost as if they just are, because 
it’s their way of life. 

This organic, holistic way of 
living is something that the 
Preidlhof Spa Hotel encompasses 
at its core. It’s a spa resort like no 
other, with some of the most 
advanced relaxation, health and 
meditation methods I’ve ever seen. 
It’s nestled away unobtmsively, 
almost like Natumo’s best kept 
secret, the type of place you’d 
have to know about in order to 
find. The entrance is cleverly 
placed underground and as we 
arrived, a group of guests whizzed 
past us on Vespas, off to explore 
the local landscape, in true Italian 
fashion. Once inside, we were met 
with luxurious deep pinks and fur 
mgs, a stark contrast to the quaint, 
historic landscape we’d just driven 
through. The sumptuous, deep 
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coloured, all velvets and furs look 
continued inside our suites, with 
roomy all-glass showers in the 
middle and beds so plush I 
considered just sleeping the entire 
trip. All of this was topped off by 
the heated wood balcony, complete 
with a day bed that allows you to 
lounge and take in the hilly 
panorama before you in your own 
time. It became my favourite chill 
out spot in the entire hotel. 

The Preidlhof Spa Hotel has 
one of the largest sauna towers in 
Europe - each floor purpose built 
to make sure you leave feeling 
even more relaxed than you did on 
the floor underneath. It’s almost 
like some sort of Narnia where the 
ultimate goal is complete and utter 
peacefulness from the steam rooms 
clad in pink sea salt block tiles to 
the mint experience showers, 
infinity style pools and my 
personal favourite - the ‘Deep Sea 
Relaxation Room’. 

If I could have taken that room 
home with me, trust me I would 
have. I firmly believe that one is 
needed in every office complex. 

A pitch black, glass cube with tiny 
round lights embedded into each 
wall, the room aims to relax you 
by tapping into your subconscious 
and senses. Once you’ve selected 
one of two programmes, soothing 
music begins to play as the lights 
almost dance in and out of 
different patterns. A member of 
staff told us it was meant to mimic 
the experience of looking at 
clouds, but in a heightened sort 
of way. 

You’d be mad not to book in 
with one of the Preidlhof’s 
masseuses during your stay, as 
they’ll click, lock and massage you 




into a better version of yourself in 
no time. Their methods are slightly 
unorthodox, but as long as you 
remain open minded and just go 
with it, you’ll leave feeling like 
you just had a Sleeping Beauty 
level of rest. 

Proper sauna etiquette - at least 
the Austrian way - means you 
enter completely commando, with 
nothing but a towel if you really 
must. Across Europe it’s almost 
just common practice to sauna this 
way, and unsurprisingly it’s mostly 
the more reserved British that find 
it hardest to adapt to this European 
way of ‘truly embracing the spa 
way’. Yet once you take the 
plunge, you’ll wonder why you 
ever had reservations about it in 
the first place, because nothing is 
as refreshing as running through a 
series of mint infused experience 
showers stark naked. 

A speedy walk up and back 
down the surrounding hilltops 
and mountains will have you 
wishing this sort of landscape 
was at your fingertips every day 
of the week, because while it’s 
difficult and almost scary at 
certain points, once you are at the 


top, you feel a great sense of 
achievement. With the stresses of 
January in your rear-view mirror, 
what better time to visit a place 
that was purpose built to leave you 
feeling like yourself but the 2.0 
version, as if you’d just taken a 
Limitless pill. Nothing can beat 
strolling around in a spa robe in 
between massages before finally 
falling asleep on your heated 
balcony - take self-care to the next 
level, you’ve eamt it. D

E very nook and crannie of the 

Carbis Bay Estate in St. Ives has 
the ability to put a smile on your 
face, from the grand piano playing 
in the conservatory overlooking the ocean 
and the food, to the incredible outdoor spa 
facilities and the beautiful bedrooms. 

Set within 125 acres, the Estate 
encompasses a luxury hotel, self-catering 
properties, privately owned 25 acre Blue 
Flag beach, two restaurants, spa facilities 
and much more. Having spent the day 
exploring St. Ives, our bedroom with sea 
views and the comfiest bed going was a 
welcome sight. It would be easy to spend a 
lot of time in the luxurious rooms, but 
there is so much to take in here it would 
be a shame to miss out. 

The C Bay Spa is simply beautiful, 
with a heated pool overlooking the bay, 
hydrotherapy hot tub and sauna pods. It 
was presented with three awards in the 
Cornwall Tourism Awards 2016/17 - the 
Gold award for Spa and Wellbeing 
Experience and two Silver awards too. 

I would highly recommend indulging in 
the Head in the Clouds treatment, a 
cleansing, clearing and decongesting upper 
body treatment.

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S ydenham Hill Wood, 
Greenwich Park and 
Ladywell Fields are just a 
few examples of the green 
spaces us south east Londoners are 
lucky enough to have on our 
doorstep. Yet, as most of us will 
know, when you spend hours of 
your week on the tube, it can be 
easy to forget that this beautiful 
city is not just train tracks and 
concrete buildings. 

On a mission to get more 
people out and enjoying the 47% 
of London that is green space, 

Hana Sutch and Steve Johnson 
have created an innovative walking 
app called Go Jauntly. Launched in 
London in April 2017, the free app 
is full of pre-planned walks around 
the capital and further afield, 
which users can browse through 
based on their location. 

When you’ve decided on a 
walk, you are presented with 
photographs taken along the route, 
which you can swipe through to 


get an idea of the direction to go 
in. If you get stuck along the way, 
there is also a map layer to help 
keep you on track. The idea behind 
this is to stop people being glued 
to their phones when they should 
be enjoying the nature around. 

Brockley resident and 
co-founder Sutch says that she and 
her business partner came up with 
the idea while struggling to find 
out about different places to 
exercise with their young families. 

‘Steve and I really like spending 
time with our families, but we 
were finding it hard to find nice 
places to go, near and far, with our 
families in tow,’ she says. ‘What 
we wanted to do was to make it 
easier for people like ourselves just 
to find good places to go where we 
could take a break from our desk.’ 

Armed with over a decade of 
experience in digital product 
design, she set out to create an app 
with Johnson that was as 
accessible as possible. They 


particularly kept in mind users 
with young families, who can’t 
always be looking at their phones, 
and who might struggle to go 
somewhere where facilities just are 
not reliable. 

‘We’ll tell you if there’s a loo 
there, we’ll tell you if it’s good for 
prams or not, and I think it just 
makes it a little bit easier for 
families to find places to go 
without having to be holding the 
phone and the kid’s hand, and the 
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pram and the bag all at the same 
time,’ she tells me. 

‘They can just say, you know 
what, Oxleas Wood has got 
Sevemdroog Castle, it’s open at 
this time, there’s a toilet and a 
cafe, we’re just going to head there 
and wander and you don’t have to 
have the phone out.’ 

And the hard work has clearly 
paid off as Sutch describes how 
much her four-year-old son loves 
the app. ‘He actually says to me 
now “Can we go on a Go Jauntly 
today?” and it just makes my heart 
melt,’ she beams. 

While perfect for the modern 
family, the team are very quick to 
point out that the app is really 
directed at everyone, whether 
they’re young people looking for 
an Instagram moment or people in 
their 80s looking to get out for 
some fresh air. 

Users are also invited to create 
their own walks on the app to 
share their favourite routes with 



others. Sutch tells me of the 
excitement she feels when a new 
route is uploaded as it shows the 
fans they have far and wide. And 
some of those fans really are wide, 
with routes popping up on the app 
for a beach stroll in California and 
a trip around the Louisiana 
Museum of Modem Art in 
Denmark. However, while she 
thinks it’s great that the app is 
spreading out across the UK, she 
admits that walks in south east 
London hold a particularly special 
place in her heart. 

‘We’re so lucky in south east 


London because there’s so much 
green space,’ Sutch enthuses. ‘You 
don’t realise it, you’re walking 
down the street and you don’t 
know there’s a cute park or a 
hidden nature trail or nature 
reserve behind rows of houses.’ 

So, what is her favourite spot to 
meander around? Sydenham Hill 
Wood, she says emphatically. 

‘It just completely transports you. 
You don’t even know that you’re 
in London, it feels like a 
completely different place.’ 

The main ethos of the app is to 
encourage as many people as 
possible to get out and about. 

Sutch adds: ‘It doesn’t have to be 
this big jaunt or this big hike or 
this big adventure. It could just be 
like finding an amazing view in 
Nunhead Cemetery or around the 
back of Greenwich.’ 

So there’s no need to drive 
hours to the countryside to get out 
and about, simply grab your 
wellies and get exploring the green 
jungle hidden inside our city. D

Why the 21st World Book Day could he the most memorable yet

O n 1 March, as you head out in the morning, 
you may see Where’s Wally. He may be 
accompanied by Pippi Longstocking and, 
further down the street, Roald Dahl’s 
Matilda will be skipping to school. It’s on this day that 
children bring their favourite storybook characters to life 
for World Book Day. 

This year the charity marks 21 years. The mission is 
simple: to celebrate reading for pleasure and encourage 
children and young people to read and love books. 

During the past 20 years World Book Day UK has 
distributed over 275 million £1 book tokens, and over 1.2 
million £1 book tokens were redeemed last year, enabling 
one in four children to buy their first book and raising 
£650,000 for charity. 

The idea came from Baroness Gail Rebuck in 
response to concern about reading standards in children. 
Today it has become a global phenomenon and, 
according to Director Kirsten Grant, is as important 
today as ever. ‘It’s 
about creating readers 
for the future by 
igniting a love of books 
and reading,’ she says. 

‘Children’s books are 
doing incredibly well at 
the moment and we 
really are experiencing 
a golden age with the 
most incredible titles 
being published each 
month.’ 

This year 11 titles 
are being released to 
appeal to all ages including the young adult market. The 
£1 books, free when redeemed against the World Book 
Day token include BBC’s Great British Bake Off winner 
Nadiya Hussain, who has penned Nadiya s Bake Me a 
Story , and presenter Clare Balding’s The Girl Who 
Thought She Was A Dog. Favourites Mr Men, Paddington 
and Marvel’s The Avengers are also releasing mini books 
especially to mark the event. Grant says that although 
children are spending more time than ever before online, 
there is still a love of reading physical books over 
reading ebooks. 

The impact that reading has is clear; bonding with 


your child, opening up a world of imagination and 
increased literacy. ‘We want to encourage guardians, 
parents, grandparents, siblings and friends to ‘Share a 
Story’ by reading together, for just ten minutes a day,’ 
Grant says. ‘By doing this, they should see the positive 
impact that reading together can have not only on a 
child’s life outcome, but on those who are sharing a story 
with children too. And it’s not just about the bedtime 
story - reading together can happen at any time of the 
day, from breakfast to bedtime.’ 

According to studies carried out by the BookTrust, 
children who read for pleasure are likely to do better at 

school, as well as be 
more socially, 
culturally and 
emotionally prepared 
for life. A 2015 study 
showed that reading 
enjoyment was more 
important for a child’s 
educational success 
than their family’s 
financial or social 
status. 

Grant adds: ‘This is why we need and want as many 
parents and children to use their £1 book token in 2018, 
it is a reading passport that will unlock new worlds.’ D

Better still, I didn’t have to die to get the 
money. 1 could have kissed her! After filling in a claim 
form, the insurance company paid off my mortgage 
together with an additional amount equivalent to 12 
months’ salary. I used some of that to go on a recovery 
holiday to St Lucia. 

‘I have now completely recovered. The holiday 
made all the difference. 1 take the credit for having the 
foresight in taking out a life and critical illness policy. 
My financial adviser takes the credit for selling me the 
policy. Thanks to my insurance policy, I found a little 
joy in a hopeless place.’ D

Top interior designers 
are inspiring new 
trends for our homes

N ow more than ever we want our homes to 
look good inside and out and we’re happy 
to take ready-made inspiration from the 
best interior designers who are tempting us 
to buy the lifestyle as well as the property. 

At Fairwater Flouse by St George at Chelsea Creek, 
the interiors arm of acclaimed Italian fashion house 
Roberto Cavalli has transformed a one bedroom show 
apartment with fabrics and accessories sourced and 
produced in Italy. Luxurious velvets and silks 
reminiscent of the catwalk are teamed with glass and 
metalwork designs to woo buyers. Apartments are 
priced from £890,000. 

Designer Daniel Hopwood took some artistic risks 
when he was asked by Mount Anvil to design its vast 
three bedroom penthouse across the top four floors of 
the 31 -storey Dollar Bay tower in the Docklands. 

‘I imagined the owner to be a high achiever - someone 
who revels in being daring,’ reveals Hopwood. The 
architecture is impressive and forward-thinking, so the 
interiors needed to live up to it.’ Rich golds, teal tones 
and the occasional kiss of ruby red reflect success and 
warmth. The interiors contrast old and new, raw and 
polished to give each room a dimension,’ adds 
Hopwood. With uninterrupted views of the London 
skyline and docks below, the property includes two- 
storey winter gardens and is priced at £3.2m. 

Coloured leather is on the rise, a nod to the 
smoking rooms of old. At One Tower Bridge, the latest 
show home features distressed olive green leather. And 
expect a lot more faux fur in 2018 to follow the trends 
of the fashion houses like Gucci. 

London’s landmark residential developments 
certainly share the wow factor: marble is everywhere. 
A penthouse at The Heron in the city is currently on 
the market for £ 13.5m where polished Sahara Noir 
marble is the focus for floors with smokey quartz and 
black granite in the master bathroom. Lisa Ronson,
